When he 
spoke of the improvements on the 
Red river and referred to the days 
not long ago of the fur trad +3, ne 
thrillei the large crovd he was 44- 
dressing. “As we came down the 
Red river,” he said, “I asked myselt 
what would be the astonishment and 
wonder of the old fur traders of the 
past, of Simon McTavish, and Alex- 
ander Mackenzie, if they were to 
come Here and see this wonderful 
achievement. Their days were the days 
of primitive navigation. “When they 
came to the St. Andrew's rapid they | 
had to unload their canoes, put them 
on their heads and take them over to 
the other side, but today you can take 


your boat straight through and you | 
have a clear space of navigation 300 | 
miles long before you.”

THE REDUCTION 
OF ARMAMENTS 


Premier Asquith Says German Gov- 
ernment Can Do Nothing in 
This Direction 


London, July 15.—Duirne the de- 
bate on the naval expenditures in the 
House of Commons yesterday, Pre- 
micr Asquith reiterated that it was 
the desire of the British government 
to come to a friendly agreement with 


Germany looking toward the curtall- 
ment of armaments 

“I wish,” said the premier, “ that 
an arrangement could be reached with 
Germany for a reduction of the vast 
naval expenditures This govern- 
mont has approached the German 
guvernment on the subject, but the 
latter can do nothing, owing to the 
navy law on the statute books, That 
being 80, We must make our pro- 


gramme accordingly.” 

Mr, Asquith repudiated the sugges- 
tion that the British expenditures 
were in any sense hostile to Germany 
between

the two countries were most cordial 
and pointed out that by April, 1913, 
Great Britain would have only 25 


dreadnoughts to Germany's 21, which
